THE LATTER LEFT THE MEETING 


Before a Statement of the Terms of 


Settlement Was Given Out to 


The Press. 


Washington, 
Nov. 25—(Bulletin)— 


An 
amicable agreement 
has 
been 


reached by the representatives of the 
United Mine Workers Union and the 
anthracite coal operators. 


Attorney MacVeagh left the confer- 


ence at 11:15 o'clock. It is announced 
that upon 
his return a formal state- 


ment of the terms of agreement will 
be given out. 


Attorney Barrow this 
afternoon 


said: 
"The main features in contro- 


versy have been agreed upon. Minor 
details are yet unssttled. What thesi 
small features and minor details are, 
I am not at liberty to state. The main 
•features, I may say, have been correct- 
ly or nearly correctly stated in the 
public press. (A ten per cent increase 
in -wages and a 9-hour day.) There 
are many so important people inter- 
ested that it is difficult to come to an 
understanding quickly, as further in- 
formation is needed. My own view is 
that the settlement will be reached 
in all details. As far as Mr. Mas 
Veagh is concerned, he nominally rep- 
resents only the Erie interests, that 
is tbe Pennsylvania 
Coal company 


and Hillside Coal company in this 
matter. Broadly speaking he repre- 
sents more. We have been going ov- 
er the propositions back and forth and 
we have not concluded."

'During their interview 
neither Dr. Ruland nor the patient's 
personal attendant was present. 


When Mr. Lexow was seen he said: 
"Until I have received at my office

FOUR SCORE HURT. 


Havana, Nov. 25—Two of the strik- 


ers are dead and 82 people are wound- 
ed as a result of the conflicts between , 
the police and the strikers yesterday. 
In the excitement yesterday several 
were reported killed 
who had only 


been seriously injured. Five of those 
hurt are in a serious condition. 


The police have the rioters well un- 


der control, but every precaution Is bgt 
ing taken to prevent a further 
out- 


break of disorder, and all the police 
and rural guards in the suburbs have. 
been^ summoned to concentrate in. Ha- 
vanaV 


The strike, which at first only con- 


cerned the cigar workers, became gen- 
eral by the calling out of all trades in, 
sympathy wi-tii the cigar makers. 


All the trades people closed theif 


doors, clerks, cooks and every class of 
workmen having obeyed the command 
of the union escept the motormen and 
conductors of the electric cars, who re« 
fused to join in the general strike. 


Trouble began early by the holding, 


up of the electric cars by the strikers* 
Several cars were held up and stoned 
in the outskirts of the city and th0 
passengers were compelled to walk in- 
to Havana. 


Several cars were wrecked and tb.9 


motormen and conductors 
were in* 


jured. 


The car men, however, continued 


running their cars until 10 o'clock, 
when Superintendent Greenwood or- 
dered a suspension of traffic. 


The employes were willing to re* 


main at work, but the officers of ta0 
company, iu order to protect the prop* 
erty. deemed it wise to suspend th4 
sen ice. 


The mayor of Havana and the secre- 


tary of government, had. during tb.9 
past week, openly sympathized witK 
iho strikers and had given orders to 
the police not to use force in dispers* 
in^ the crowds, and under, these con* 
ditions. the police were unable to coptf 
with the strikers. 


Tho situation was approaching a 


critic?! point at noon, serious disor- 
der having taken place in front of the 
pa'ace itself. 


President Palma sent word to th<J 


mayor thai unless the city authorities 
could preserve order and protect tS0 
railroad company the state would in- 


The mayor tien took drastic meas- 


ures and issued an edict prohibiting 
crowd > from gathering in the streets 
and authorizing the chief of polite to 
kill, if such action snonld be necessary 
to preserve order. 


A sirailar show of force early in the 


morning undoubtedly would have pre« 
vented the trouble. 


The vigorous attitude ot the police, 


howeicr, made itself felt and traffic oa 
the car lines, which had been suspend- 
ed only for a brief period, -vras re* 
sumed and was continued from that!

The discovery of the ^alu.^ble prop- 


erties cf cinnamon antedates recorded 
history, as it is mentioned in the Bible. 
in the book of Exodus, as one of the 
ingredients of the sacred oil with 
vhich the priests were anointed. So 
h'ghly was the sweet bark esteemed 
by the ancients that even a small piece 
was considered a fit gift fcr a king. It 
is always mentioned as an especially 
choice substance by Greek writers pre- 
vious to the Christian era. It is said 
that the Arab traders, who first 
brought it to Egypt and western Asia, 
surrounded its history and production 
with special tales of mystery and 
irpgic. 


Tbe cinnnatnon tree is a member of 


t!:e laurel family, which in the tropics 
is represented by a larsre number of 
aromatic and medicinal trees and 
shrubs. 


There are several closely allied cin- 


namon trees, but the finest bark is pro- 
cured from a species native to the is- 
Ir.ud of Ceylon, distinguished by bota- 
iKPts as Cinnamoniurn zeylauicum. In 
a state of nature this grows to be a 
t:ee from twenty to thirty feet in 
hoigbt. with rather large, oval, entire 
margined leaves and yellowish flowers 
succeeded by small, brown drupes re- 
sembling acorns in shape. The grayish 
brown bark is internally cf an orange 
color, which changes upon drying to 
the characteristic brown which is the 
recognised name of ajjarticular shade. 
Almost every' part of tbe tree yields' 
some choice substance and is especial- 
ly rich in oil. The roots yield camphor 
cad the leaves an oil resembling the 
oil of cloves and often substituted for 
it. while from tbe fruit a substance 
called cinnamon suet is manufactured, 
which is highly fragrant and from 
which in former times candles for the 
csclusiie use of the king were made. 


In tha latter part of tba eighteenth 


century, while England was for a time 
in possession of tlie spice islands, cin- 
namon plants woyo among tbe choice 
products that were imported into vari- 
ous other tropical regions, including 
the West Indies, where in Cuba and 
several other islands it has become a 
considerable article of commerce. Un- 
dar cultivation it is not allowed to 
grow into a tree, as tbe richest bark Is 
tat en from shoots of from two to four 
yours' growth. » The young tree is, 
therefore, cut aad shoots from the root 
are encouraged to grow. The majority 
of these are cut when about ten feet in. 
height and the bark is detached in ten 
or twelve inch lengths. After lying in 
bundles for a few days the bark is 
sr-rapcd by hand, both outside and in, 
until reduced to a thin sheet. These 
sheets are then made up into compos- 
ite "quills"' by placing the narrower 
av.d shorter pieces inside and rolling 
tightly, forming firmrods, which after 
further drying are, made into bundles 
•weizhin? about eighty pounds and 
wrapped for shipping. Grocers divide, 
assort and very neatly combine por- 
tions of these qui!is into small packets 
for the convenience of their customers. 


Tho oil of cinnamon is made by 


grinding the coarser pieces of the bark 
slid snaking them for two or three 
days in sea water, followed by the 
process of distilling. 
Two oils, one 


heavier and the other lighter than wa- 
ter. are the product, both possessing 
similar properties.

The technical beginning of the sow- 


ing machine industry in this country 
v-.-as Sept. 10, 1S4C. when Eiius Howe, 
Jr.. obtained a patent for what grew 
into the iirst really practical sewing 
machine. Only three of tbe first Howe 
machines were made, however, and 
sue of these was deposited in the pat- 
ent office in Washington as a model. 
It was not until after 1850 that a fac- 
tory for the making of sewing ma- 
chines was built, so the enormous busi- 
ness of today has grown up in a short 
half century. 


While Howe's invention marked the 


beginning of a successful industry, he 
was by no means tbe pioneer in ef- 
forts to substitute mechanical for hand 
sewing. As far back as 1770 Thomas 
Alsop patented in England a machine 
for embroidering. 
Another machine 


for embroidering in a loom •was invent- 
ed by John Duncan in 1804, and twen- 
ty-five years later another Englishman 
named Heilman patented still another 
embroidering machine. 


The first recorded attempt at me- 


chanical sewing was the invention of 
Thomas Saint, who took out a patent 
in England in 1790 for a machine which 
executed the old crochet stitch. 
It 


was not a success, but some of the 
features of tbe Saint machine appear 
in the perfected machine of today. 


Bartholeiny Thimonnier patented in 


France in 1830 the first sewing ma- 
chine p«t to practical use. Eighty of 
his machine^ were in use for sewing 
army clothing in 1841, when a mob de- 
stroyed them because convinced they 
would drive seamstresses out of em- 
ployment. Thimonnier built new and 
better machines, but all his work was 
again destroyed by angry artisans in 
1848. 


John .7. Greenough took out the first 


patent for a sewing machine issued in 
the United States in 1-S42. It was in- 
tended to sevsr leather, but was of DO 


j practical'use. 
i 
"Walter Ilr.nt of New York built a 


i scwinc machine in 1SC4. but failed to 


protect it by a patent. After HOTTC'S 
machine appcare-l Hunt declared it 
embodied the ider.s of his mncliinc of 
IS-'R but he was unable to establish 
his claim. 


A small array of inventors appeared 


after Howe's patent had proved suc- 
cessful, and their gonius WP.S dovotca 
to perfecting evrry pr.rt of the ma- 
chine. How well they have succeeded 
is shovn ii; the -S.50O patents for rew- 
ing mar-bines and attachments issued 
by the United States s:nce 1S5O and in 
tbe fact thr.t the American ?"-virs ma- 
chine leat's ^11 o!'.:ers in every country 
ia the worl J.—New Yrrk ncrald.

a calendar year are not the same. The lien for any tax attaches the day pre-1 
ceding the second Monday in April of any year, but the first half of such tax 
is paid the following December, and the second half the June following the 
December.

LESSON IN DRAWING. 


Simple Way of Making an Oval TUa 


Sceraa Very Difficult. 


Of course, you all know how to make 


a circle. That's easy, and there arc- 
numberless ways of doing it—with a 
pair of compasses or a stii'ig or a 
piece of paper with two holes punched 
in at the requisite distauce apart or in 
anj* other way that fancy may suggest. 


But how many of you know how to 


draw a perfect oval? That's a very 
different matter. It does not require 
any elaborate instruments to ^ clo it, 
however, and if you will follo'.v the 
directions given below you will find 
yourself able to do it without any dif- 
ficult}'. 
/ 


Take two stout pins and stick them 


firmly into the table, through the sheet 
of paper on which you wish to draw 
the oval, about two inches apait. Then 
tie together the ends of a bit of string, 
about eight inhes long, so as to form a 
loop, leaving two loose ends, each 
about an inch long. When you have 
done this, tie the loose ends into a 
smaller loop, which need not be larger 
than sufficient to admit the point of a 
pencil. 


Now place the larger loop over the 


two pins and, putting the point of your 
pencil through the smaller loop, stretch 
the string as far as it will go and circle 
all around the pins. Yon will find that 
in moving from one pin to the other 
the string forms an ever varying tri- 
angle and that the figure described in 
passing all around the pins is as per- 
fect an oval as the most delicate in- 
strument can produce.

St. Louis. Nov. 25.—Tin- site of Hie 


Louisiana IMircba&o e> position is a. 
bu.sy place nowadays. Fully 2.000 men 
are ut work on the buildings and 
ground;, and Director of Works Isaac 
S. Taylor promises to keep from 3,000 
to 8,000 men busy all winter and there- 
after until Ills task is completed. 


The planning of the main "picture" 


of the exposition is practically at an" 
cud, and what remains to Le done now 
is to construct the buildings and land- 
scape effects in accordance with these 
plans. 


The component parts of the main pic- 


ture, according to a statement made by 
Mr. Taylor, are cascades and cascade 
gardens, ten big exhibit buildings of 
various sizes ami shapes, about two 
miles of basin, lagoon and canal and 
about five miles of street and avenue. 
Of the ten exhibit buildings to be'put 
up on this area most are under con- 
tract and have attained various stages 
of completion. They include the fol- 
lowing structures:

This compo- 
sition, which is calculated to be the 
culmination of the decorative climar 
of the exposition, will be a concave 
hillside l.GOO feet across, covered with 
cascades, winding walks, gardens and 
sculpture. It will be situated at the 
junction of the avenues that radiate 
like the ribs of a fan. The principal 
features will be: 


Three magnificent cascades that will 


dwarf any waterfall ever designed by 
man, making the cascade of the Troca- 
dero at the Paris exposition, the cas- 
cade at St. Cloud'and the Chateau 
d'Eau of Marseilles look small in com- 
parison; the main cascade basin, semi- 
circular in shape, GOO feet in diameter, 
one of the grandest artificial basins on 
earth; four magnificent jets d'eau, or 
fountains, rising with a diameter of 
three inches in the main basin on each 
side of the smaller cascades and at- 
taining a height of seventy-five feet. 


The three cascades will issue from 


appropriate sculptures at the top of the 
hill and by a series of descents plunge 
into a basin of titanic proportions. As 
all the buildings and avenues of the 
exposition will radiate from this fea- 
*ure the glint and sparkle of the down- 
pouring waters -will be visible, and 
their rush and splash will be audible 
from all the radiating avenues. 


The walks, steps and terraces wlnd- 


inc in and out among these cascades 
will permit the visitor to approach so 
Hose that he will be able not only to 
MiufT thi wind wafted spray, but even 
to dip his ha'ids in the rushing water. 
ComfortaMs seats in picturesque shady 
nook*, will allow him to rest while be 
studirs the magnificent effects.

New Trans-Continental Line. 


Montreal, Que., Nov. 25—Canada is 


to ha\ e a second trans-continental rail- 
way extending from ocean to ocean. 
The announcement has been made by 
Charles M. Hays, second vice president 
and general manager of the Grand 
Trunk railway. The construction of 
tae new. line will be begun as soon as 
the necessary legislation 
can be ob- 


tained from the Canadian parliament. 
The Grand Trunk will be behind the 
new road and will operate it, but as in 
the case of/the Grand Trunk lines west j 
of the Detroit river, it will be con- 
structed under a separate corporate 
name, the Grand Trunk Pacific Rail- 
way company. 


The new line according to Mr. Hays' 


statement, will have mileage of about 
3,000 miles and the construction, in- 
cluding equipment, stations, bridges, 
ships and other facilities, will involve 
an expenditure of from $75,000,000 to 
$100,000,000. According to tie present 
arrangement the new system win run 
through that portion of northern On- 
tario known as New Ontario, starting 
from North Bay of Gravenhurst, Ont., 
and extending through Manitoba, the 
northwest territories and British Co- 
lumbia, to Butte Inlet, or Port Simp- 
son, B. C., as later may be deter- 
mined upon. The line will be of the 
most modern and up-to-date character,
